2. I am a named co-inventor of the above-identified application. 

2. I have reviewed the September 21, 2001 Hammerman Declaration, which was 
filed in the instant application. I note that there is an error in that Declaration. The relevant 
portions of the declaration state: "Ms. Rogers and I are co-inventors of the subject matter 
claimed relating to growth factor treatment of metanephric tissue prior to transplantation into 
the recipient and at the time of the ureteroureterostomy" and "Sharon A. Rogers and I are co- 
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inventors of the method of pretreatment of metanephric tissue with growth factors before 
transplantation and the method of treating implanted metanephric tissue by bathing it in 
growth factors-containing solution at the time of ureteroureterostomy.' 7 See Hammerman 
Declaration at Paragraphs 2 and 4, respectively. 

4. However, I am the sole inventor of the method of pretreatment of metanephric 
tissue with growth factors before transplantation. Sharon A. Rogers and I are co-inventors of 
the subject matter relating to growth factor treatment of metanephric tissue at the time of 
ureteroutereostomy. 

5. I declare further that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that 
these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both under 18 U.S.C. § 1001 and that such 
willful, false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issuing 
thereon.
